life story of a well to dt 
Italian lad who had ex panded the germ 
of an idea to worldwide proportions. 
From a mere toy that spluttered feebly 
across the length of a dining room ta­ 
ble he had laboriously evolved the mira­ 
cle work er of the present day , which 
Bends its message jumping across 0,000 
mlleS. 
■ "The idea was not entirely new, he 
paid, but he insisted that the develop­ 
ments covered by his patents had made 
wireless practicable and lifted it out 
of the class of scientific freak s to a 
place among the commercial utilities 
that are now almost indispensable. He 
denied that he had tak en his best idea? 
from either Popoff or Hertz. 
Inv entor a Good Witness. 
Marconi made a good witness. 
He 
was as shrewd in appraising the ques­ 
tions of the patent lawy ers as he was 
in weighing and framing his replies 
He is a man of medium height and 
build, dark or coloring, and the slight 
nervousness 
he 
manifested 
seemed 
characteristic rather than the result of 
the swiftly shifting and sharp attack s 
he was subjected to iu cross ex amina 
tlon. 
At one point he'w as accused of tak 
ing his idea for grounding wires from 
the German scientist Popoff. this alle 
gation being based on the fact that 
newspaper reports at the time patents 
were pending contained no reference 
to this vital improvement in apparatus. 
The lawy ers for the defense took this 
to mean that the idea of grounding 
came to him after he had applied for 
patents. Popoff suggested such an im­ 
provement just about that time. 
“Certainly 
not,” 
Marconi 
replied 
“Do y ou think I would be fool enough 
to give away one of my very best ideas 
before I had patented it?” 
Marconi is thirty -eight y ears olrl, al­ 
though his appearance would indicate 
that more than eleven y ears have 
elapsed since he came over, a mere 
boy in appearance and enthusiasm, to 
demonstrate the practicability of his 
apparatus to the government and peo­ 
ple of this country . 
His mustache is 
gone, but seriousness has tak en its 
place. 
He seems to have aged even 
more than the passing of time would 
warrant. 
Cares have multiplied pro­ 
digiously for the y oung man (then less 
than twenty ) who in 1804 read of the 
ex periments of Hertz, the German 
wireless inventor, and was fired to new 
ex periments with the apparatus he 
had toy ed with as a schoolboy . 
Ex perimenter From Boy hood. 
Most of the earlier ex periments were 
made on his father’s country estate in 
Italy , which Marconi described as two 
and one-half miles long and half a 
mile wide. 
He had been interested iu 
phy sics and electricity from boy hood, 
he testified, and naturally paid most 
attention to studies bearing upon the 
subject. 
His education along these 
lines had not been ex haustive, how­ 
ever, ex cept in so far as he taught 
himself, and it is to this self teaching 
that he owes his title of electrical en­ 
gineer. From the time he was twenty 
he stuck persistently to the study and 
practical 
application 
of 
wireless, 
though 
frequently discouraged and 
finally stumped for a time. 
It was not until he had elevated his 
conductors and grounded his connec­ 
tions that he was able to send over a 
Third of a mile. 
After that it was an 
almost uninterrupted march to fame 
and fortune, ex tending from the Eng­ 
lish postoffice ex periments in 1S97 
down to the present day . 
The /Brit­ 
ish navy was the first to tak e it up, 
then the Italian navy . The American 
navy has a sy stem of its own which 
will be put out of business, the de­ 
fendants say . if the Marconi people 
win their suit.

Cow Testing association, J. R. Gar- 
ver of Purdue university, dairy ex­ 


tension 
department, 
says: 
“This 


type of Cow-testing association is 


constructed to meet the needs of the 
average farm er having from five to 
ten cows and is not, as many people 
imagine, an 
organization that 
is 
beneficial only to men mking a busi­ 
ness of dairying. 
That this plan 
of 
an 
association 
is 
considered 
practical and that it is beginning to 
show symptoms of becoming a pow­ 
erful factor in 
revolutionizing 
the 
diary indusry throughout the state 
is shown by the attitude a number 
of localities are taking toward this 
movement. 
“The Indiana 
plan 
is 
different 
from the Danish plan of Cow-Test­ 
ing association. 
The Danish plan is 
practical only in 
highly 
developed 
dairy sections, where men are willing 
to pay $1.50 per cow per year for 
their testing, whereas the Indiana 
plan, as previously stated, is design­ 
ed to meet the needs of the average 
ndiana farmer. 
The Indiana type 
of Cow-testing association provide 
for the testihg of 8 00 to 1.000 cow 
at ~5c per cow per year. 
There are 
eight un its in one of these associa­ 
tions. and each unit contains from 
100 to 150 cows. These units may 
or not he adjacent owing to the den- 
ity of the ■cow population. 
For. in- 
tanee, one community may contrib­ 
ute enough cows to form 
two 
or 
more units, whereas another commu­ 
nity twenty to fifty miles distant, 
may have but one unit. 
Each unit 
receives a week's time from the tes­ 
ter every two months. 
“The tester who is employed to do 
the testin g for this association, is 
a man who has been trained in the 
practical as well as the theoretical 
side of the dairy industry, who can 
be an invaluable help to the farm er 
in balancing rations, in figuring the 
relative value of different feeds, and 
in showing which 
combination 
of 
foods gives the best results at the 
least cost. 
Then 
too, 
the 
tester 
while 
spending 
several 
hours on 
each farm of the members of each 
unit once every eight 
\M£ eks, 
not 
only tests the 
composite 
sajmples 
from each cow subscribed to the 
Association, *but also 
serves as a 
high type of dairy adviser. 
From 
the tests, weight of foods in diffeernt 
rations, and the weight of milk pro­ 
duced from each cow, he is enabled 
to give the farm er an actual state­ 
ment as to the merits of the differ­ 
ent individuals in his herd. 
“The mechanical operations 
con­ 
nected with finding these facts and 
the con tact of the tester and fa r­ 
mer while making these computa­ 
tions, is in itself a valuable stim u­ 
lus. 
This fact was clearly demon­ 
strated last 
winter 
when 
similar 
w*ork was conducted in the southern 
part of the state. 
It has been found 
that farm ers 
are 
much 
free 
in 
asking 
q uestions 
and in 
talking 
about their methods when approach­ 
ed individually than while attending 
a meeting.

already begun. It will be 
recalled 
that Mr. Mullin’s store was dam aged 
last Saturday night by the prem a­ 
ture explosion of fireworks in 
the 
show window. 
Each year, the bulletin continues,, 
a number of stores 
are 
seriously 
damaged by fire caused by the explo- 
ion of fireworks and more and more 
merchants are declining 
to 
handle 
explosives. 
Many cities 
and towns 
are observing safe and sane Fourths 
and Fire M arshal Longley is pleased 
with the information that more In di­ 
ana communities will 
banish 
fire­ 
works this year than ever before. 
“If fire crackers and other explo- 
ives are to be used,” said Mr. Long­ 
ley, “it is to be hoped that the local 
authorities w*ill be more vigilant than 
usual. Local fire departments should 
be especially watchful, for many a 
serious fire loss is 
prevented 
by 
q uick action an d immediate control. 
There is always danger 
from 
the 
throwing of fire crackers into the a ir 
and this should be discouraged. 
In 
the evening, burning baloons should 
be carefully watched, and the dis­ 
charge of Roman candles and rock­ 
ets should be guarded.” .. 
There is no official record of the 
fire loss in Indiana on July 4 last 
year, but those eitie- which observed 
the Fourth without firework-, all re­ 
ported a great decrease in their fir© 
losses from the year previous. The 
state fire m arshal's office expects to 
be of considerable 
influence 
n ext 
year in promoting he safe and san e 
Fourth through the hundreds of dep­ 
uties in all the cities andtowns of the 
state. 
The state fire m arshal also calls 
the attention of the people of In dia­ 
na to the fact that his office this 
week won the first case brought to 
prevent the carrying out of an order 
for tearing down a building regarded 
as a fire hazard. 
The suit was th a t 
of 
Jerome A. Gleason, 
of Tipton, 
against the fire m arshal and the re­ 
sult was that Judge Purvis, of the 
Tipton Circuit Court, affirmed th e 
order of the marshal, fixing the tim e 
for the razing of the building as on 
or before December 1. 
The authority to cause buildings 
to be torn down when they are dn - 
gerous as fire hazards is vested in 
the state fire m arshal and this is re­ 
garded as one of the most im portan t 
duties of the office. Mr. Longley an d 
his deputies have already issued 
a 
number of uch orders, confining their 
activities aong this line, however, to 
the most flagrant cases. 
There h as 
been practically no opposition to th© 
orders issued. 
Mr. Gleason at Tipton disagreed with 
the m arshal and asked the 
circuit 
court to set aside the order. 
Th© 
building was a one story 
structure 
which at one time had been used a s 
a skating rink. 
The rear of it w as 
not used at present and was declared 
by M arshal Longley to be in such a 
condition as to be dangerous. 
Th© 
action of the court in affirming the 
order is expected to lend support to 
the fire 
m arshal 
in 
his 
crusade 
again st dangerous buildings. 
Many 
confidential 
reports 
con­ 
cerning 
the 
condition of buildings 
in various communities are reaching1 
the fire m arshal’s office in In dian a­ 
polis, but no action is taken on an y 
of these until a personal inspection 
has been made by one of the deputy 
fire m arshals.

o nd time a majo rity o f the Indiana su­ 
preme co urt has o v erthro wn an at­ 
tem pt o f the leg islature to g iv e the ap­ 
pellate co urt final Jurisdictio n. 
Chief Justio e Spencer and Judg es 
My ers and Erwin, co nstituting a ma­ 
jo rity o f the co urt, held the leg islature 
to be witho ut po wer to take away fro m 
the su preme co urt the rig ht to rev iew 
the ju dg ment o f any o ther co urt in the 
state. Ju dg es Mo rris and Co x will file 
a dissenting o pinio n. 
The qu estio n aro se in the case which 
was appealed fro m Wells co unty . The 
po int at issu e was whether the su­ 
preme co u rt had the rig ht to take the 
case away fro m the appellate co urt un­ 
der an act o f 19 01. 
The 1913 g eneral 
assembly passed a law to repeal the 
sectio n o f the act o f 19 01, g iv ing the 
su preme co u rt that rig ht. The repeal­ 
ing act is held by the m ajo rity o f the 
co u rt to be u nco nstitu tio nal. 
It has o nly been abo u t a y ear 
since 
the hig her tribu nal asserted its su ­ 
preme au tho rity in all cases by declar­ 
ing u nco nstitu tio nal an act 
o f the leg ­ 
islatu re o f 1911 sim ilar to the o ne that 
has ju st been kno cked o u t.
